Detective Brady said that when, with other 
cfhcers, he saw Farrell: come out of 
McNamara's house carrying an attaché case, 
he followed in a police car and ‘capture, 
Farrell, who said that there was whiskey in 
the case, and. that he had more in his pocket. 
He said that he had got the whiskey from 
McNamara. 

McNamara, speaking from the dock, said 

that he did not think that it was a crime 
to extract spirit from barrels. 
. Inspector McGloin said that he found a 
bottle of whiskey in a press, which 
McNamara said he had for his own use. He 
refused to say where he had got it. 
Referring to an empty bottle found in the 
house, McNamara told the inspector—‘' That 
is one I have just finished, and that is all 
you will get in the place.” 

McNamara, in a statement made subse. 
quently, said that when he got. the casks for 
repair ‘he poured water into them; the resu}t-. 
ing liquor was cailed Sometimes 
he got two or three FE ar of the "‘ stuff” 
from a cask. He did not sell any of it, but 
kept it for his own use, and drank all he 
could get of it. At the same time. he 

‘“ would not see anyone sick on a Sunday 
morning.” (Laughter.) 

Farrell, in a statement, added the witness, 
admitted getting the spirit from McNamara 
for his own use, and was taking it home 
when caught. 

The two accused men were remanded for 
a week, Farrell in custodv and McNamara 
on independent bail of £20. 


GIRL’S ‘DEATH: DRIVER CHARGED 

Henry Johnson (23), a motor driver. of 
Fountain place, was remanded on bail for a 
week on a charge of causing the death of 
Veronica Swan, aged fourteen years, of 
Viking place, by colliding with her when 
driving a motor van in Manor street between 
seven and eight p.m. on Tuesday. The 
girl died in the Richmond Hospital. 

Inspector Beggs said that the defendant 
made a statement to the effect that, when 
going through Manor street at between 
fifteen and twenty miles an hour, he Pulled 
out to avoid a 'bus- which had stopped.

| POORLY PROTECTED PATH 


AT DALKEY. 


At an Pm held at St. Michael's 
Hospital, im ms yesterday, on Joseph 
Herbert, a;cellarman employed by the firm 
of W. and LL. Ryan, Ormond quay, Dublin, 
who was found dead on the rocks at Dalkey 
on Tuesday, — was given that when 
he failed to rt for duty that morning a 
search was awe e, and on a narrow path over 
the strand at Dalkey a sack was found in 
which was a dog that Herbert had been 
entrusted to take to the Dogs’ Home in 
Dublin, ‘ Herbert’s body was then seen on 
the strand below. ‘The tide had receded, and 
his clothes were wet. 

Herbert was an epileptic who had been 
under treatment. He was between 35 ard 
40 years of agé, and had a wife and three 
children living in Kildare. 

Inspector Wolfe, Civic Guard, describiny 
the spot where the body was found, said 
that it was a rock-strewn strand, eighteen 
feet above which was a two-foot path. There 
were the remains of an iron hand rail at th? 
sea side of the path, but it would afford 
no protection to people using the path, and 
if a person walking there momentarily lost 
his bearing he would be in great danger uí 
falling over the wall to the strand beneath. 

To the Coroner (Dr. Brennan)—lf there 

was a strong wind blowing, a person walkioz 
there at the time would be liable to ve 
blown over. 
' Dr. Mutray, house surgeon, expressed the 
opinion that death was due to asphyxia, [ol- 
lowing immersion in the water. The brain 
vessels were in a condition that would te 
consistent either with drowning or death 
caused by an epileptic fit. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the “medical. evidence, and added a 
rider to the effect that the path was not 
sufficiently protected to prevent loss of life.

Che Perfect Wayfarer. 


The ideal of the man who would rise 
above the worries of holiday travels and 
holiday luggage must be Robert Louis 
Stevenson, who acted up to his own 
dictum that it is better to travel cheer- 
fully than to arrive. Once, on returning 
from a cruise on a friend’s yacht, he 
recorded: “I left my pipe in the boat, 
my umbrella in the dogeart, and my port- 
manteau by the way,’’ and he reached 
home without any luggage at all, in a hat 
borrowed from one friend and a coat 
belonging to another. On another occa- 
sion he prolonged a visit to London to the 
extreme limit of his financial resources. 
Then he went to the railway station, 
desirous of returning to Edinburgh, with 
barely enough money for a cheap excur- 
sion ticket—and that available only by 
night journey—and a newly-bought copy 
of Swinburre. Having vainly tried to 
induce the booking clerk to accept the 
Swinburne in part payment, R.L.S. cheer- 
fully settled down and passed the day on 
the station, without food, arriving home 
next morning famished, but undismayed. 


Animal “ Galbies.”’ 


I understand that one of the greatest 
difficulties with which  talking-film 
operators have to contend is the problem 
of reproducing the voices of wild animals.

Prerogative. 


I was highly amiused by an incident 
which occurred the other evening when, 
with a friend, I was returning from Grey- 
stones by train. At Bray our first-class 
compartment was crowded. out by tired, 
but happy, trippers. Two women, who 
also had travélled from Greystones, dis- 
approved of this, and voiced their com- 
demnation of the railway company and its 
officials for permitting such _ ill-bred 
rufhans of third-class passengers to storm 
the first-class carriages, causing discom- 
fort to the rightful occupants. Their re- 
marks, which were decidedly offensive, 
were received in silence. In due course 
the usual examination of ticket’ was made, 
but nothing happened until the two women 
were reached. Doubtless, the official was 
astonished by the outburst of hilarious 
laughter which greeted his remark: ‘“These 
are third-class, ma’am. Are ye paying 
excess or getting out?’’ The women, en- 
deavouring to retain the remnants of their 
shattered dignity, chose the latter course, 
and descended amid the derisive jeers and 
laughter of the delighted trippers. 


Lucan’s Rival Weils. 


It is a matter of general knowledge that 
the present sulphur spa at Lucan was dis- 
covered. and made available to the public 
about the year 1758, but few are aware 
that, for some time, it had ‘a rival in popu- 
larity. This was a spa well by the side of 
the canal, opposite to the Leixlip railway 
station. It was discovered first by the 
workmen employed in excavating the 
Grand Canal in 1793; the Canal Company 
secured the flow of the spring by directing 
its course tothe neighbouring bank, under 
which it was conveyed into a cut stone 
basin. At the beginning of the last century 
it was much resorted to by Dubliners, to 
the neglect of the other well within the 
demesne. 

As to the existing spa, a contemporary 
estimate of the number who flocked out to 
drink its curative waters 150 years ago is 
worth recalling. A “ Dublin Chronicle " 
of 1794 contained the following :— 

A gentleman confined to his room undertook 
last Sunday to make an estimate of the 
number of persons who on that day passed 
through Leixlip on their way to the new 
Lucan Spa, for which purpose he placed him- 
self in his window at 6 o'clock in thé morn- 
ing, with pen, ink and paper. Bétween that 
hour and 5 o'clock in the afternoon he 
reckoned 55 coaches, 29 tchaises, 25 
noddies, 82 jaunting-cars, gigs, 6 open 
landaus, 221 common cars with company, and 
450 horsemen, in addition to the throngs of

WHY MEN LEAVE HOME. 


ARMY TRAINING IN 
KILBRIDE CAMP. 


MIMIC BATTLES MIDST 
WICKLOW HILLS, 


By Ovr RePRESENTATIVE. 


KILBRIDE CAMP, Wednesday. 
OSTED in a little hut among some of 
P the highest peaks in the Wicklow 
Hills r have just been receiving ele- 
mentary instruction in the gentle art of 
modern warfare. 
Poets and painters may have their own 
ideas as to the purposes of these lofty peaks 
and broad plains, where, except for this 
summer camp, not a sign of life is visible. 
But soldiers know that they form the ideal 
site for the staging of mock battles, and 
when the hills are swept fierce wind- 
driven showers, as has been the case to-day, 
conditions are provided which make a perfect 
test of a soldier’s efficiency and endurance. 


The unfortunate infantryman, stumbling 
wearily over the mounds and ditches which 
punctuate these undulating stretches of 


sodden turf, may have his doubts, but all 
the critics who have watched to-day’s opera- 


tions from their observation post on top of 
the hill are agreed that they have been |! 
carried out in perfect conditions. 


STEEL HELMETS. 


My first hint of the “war” which has 
been raging here, unknown to the outside 
world, for some days past was the sight of 
a number of detachments of steel-helmeted 
Lewis gunners which met me as I came 
over the hills towards the little town of 
white tents whith nestles here-in the valley. 
The conflict, I learned, is between “ Red- 
land ” and ‘‘ Blueland,’’ two States which 
are vaguely separated by a line that runs 
through the King’s River, the Liffey, the 
Brittas River, Saggart, and Clondalkin. 
“War” was declared on Sunday by “' Blue- 
Jand,’”” whose army mobilised at Kilcullen, 
while the opposing forces mobilised in the 
vicinity of Newtownmountkennedy 

I arrived on the scene of hostilities to-day 
in time to see a successful attack carried out 
by “ Redland,”’ which is represented by ten 
platoons from the Third Battalion of the! 
Free State Army, upon a “ Blueland ” force, 
consisting of dummy figures’ mechanically 


operated, which was entrenched in the 
mountains. From the observation post ; 
where the activities of the robot army were | 
controlled, under the direction of Cap- 
tain Corrigan, I watched a ‘series of 
intricate exercises, which were variously de- 
scribed to me as “flanking movements under 
cover of gun-fire,’’ ‘“‘approaches by covered | 
routes,’’ and ‘‘co-operating movements between 
rifle and machine gun sections,’’ leading up to 
the final assault on the enemy s position and 
its consolidation after capture. 

This objective having been achieved, the 


‘‘war’’ was postponed until another day, 
while officers and N.C.O.’s foregathered to 
make plans and suggestions for future opera- 
tions, and to discuss any examples which 
might have occurred during the day of those 
little ¢rrors in tactics which lead to the down- 
fall of kings and the overthrow of empires. 
On the point of tactics I was told that, con- 


sidering the condition of the battlefield, with 
its heavy bog, turf and stones, thé campaign 
had left remarkably few openings for criti- 
cism, 

LONG ROUTE MARCH. 

The Third Battalion, by which the exercises 

were carried out, arrived at the camp on Mon- 
day, having marched from their headquarters 
at the Curragh, twenty-five miles away, with 
550 men, of whom not a single one dropped 
out on the route. The officers at the camp 
include Colonel Costello, Director of Training ; 
Colonel McLoughlin, Commandant of the 
Curragh district; Major Hoolan, Adjutant of 
the district ; Major Lawlor, of the Toke State 
Department of Defence, and Commandant 
Whelan, 0.C. Third Battalion. 
' Tactical exercises, of course, have not been 
the only diversions here to-day, and while 
these were in progress the Fifth Battalion, 
from Dublin, whe have over two hundred men 
in the camp, under the command of Captain 
O’Doherty, have been performing on the other 
side of the valley at range practice and 
grenade throwing. They arrived yesterday, 
and, unlike the Curragh contingent, who re- 
turn to their headquarters in a low days, will 
remain until the erd of the month. 

For the Third Battalioa atterdance at the 
camp is necessary merely to enable them to 
undergo battle practice, whereas the various 
Dublin battalions, and also ‘those reserve 
battalions which attend, come to do their full 
annual training, including the rifle course. 
Demonstrations of various kinds are also 
staged for the men, such as the exhibition of 
rifle and light automatic (both tracer and ball) 
firing, which was given to-day by Captain 
Kilkelly, who is an expert on the subject, 


HAPPY LIFE. 


It is not altogether an easy life, this 
existence under canvas, especially during the 
wet days, and I gather that Kilbride has 
favour with the authorities as one of those 
camps which does not permit of those who go 
there becoming “‘ soit.”” But there are now 
nearly six hundred young men gathered there 
for whom life is one long sweet song, and 
everyone who says that he will be glad when 
training is over says so with a sly twinkle 
in his eye.

| FAMOUS LINER TO BE 


SCRAPPED. 


HISTORIC WAR EPISODE 
; RECALLED. 


The famous North Atlantic liner Carmania 
has been taken off the London-New York 
service; her crew paid off, and she is to be 
scrapped at Gravesend. i 
is 19,000-ton Cunarder, once the pride of 
the Mersey, was built in 1905 on the Clyde. 
She became famous through her dramatic war 
career. i 

On September 14,:1914, there took place a 
historic fight between two armed merchant, 
cruisers, the Carmania and the Cap Trafalgar. 
It was historic because it was the first time 
that modern armed merchantmen met In action 
on the high seas. The two ships were ocean 
liners of about the same size, well matched in 
armament. 

The Carmania had landed her trans-Atlantic 
passengers at Liverpool on August 7, 1914, 
and within a week had been converted-into a 
warship, under the eommand of Captain Noel 
Grant, R.N., with a peace time master, 
Captain J. C. Bar, as second in command. 
The whole engine room to a man volunteered. 
They were mostly Liverpool men. 

The Carmania eventually proceeded to Trini- 
dada Island,.in the South Atlantic, where, on 
September 14, she sighted a double-funnelled 
vessel, which proved to be the German raiding 
liner, Cap Trafalgar, a grand new ship. 

Both ships suffered great damage, the 
Carmania at one moment being in considerable 
danger of becoming a burning wreck, but the 
Cap Trafalgar developed a distinct list to star- 
board, which went from bad to worse, and 
her shelling became less accurate and finally 
ceased. 

Just one hour and a-half after the first shot 
had been fired. the newly-built Cap Trafalgar 
heeled her. @hormous sides over till she 
capsized to starboard, her funnells lapping 
the Atlantic, and she disappeared bows first 
with her colours still flying. 

Captain Grant was appointed C.B. for his 
services in this action. 

The Carmania possesses a 
pole formerly the ir. nós of Admiral Lord 

elson, presented to the liner by the Navy 
League in‘ reco n of the ship’s victorious 
action. It was handed over to the ship by 
Lord Jellleoe. . 

The Carmania and her sister ship, the 
Caronia, were once known as “ the pretty 
sisters of the Atlantic.” 

It is also stated, though not officially, that 
the Caronia is to be taken off the London-New 
York service at the end of the summer.

Andrew McMillan, overseer in Portrush for 
the Antrim estate, said that he saw defendant 
ou the strand on July 22nd and handed him 
a warning notice. Defendant refused to leave 
and said that he was going to fight the case, 
Replying to Mr. Wray, witness said that 
on this occasion defendant was standing with 
his cart on the foreshore, the part of .the 
strand between high and low water mark, 
Mr. Wali, Lord Antrim’s agent, was ex- 
amined, and the conveyance was handed to 
their worships dated 8th July, 1931, in which 
the Crown conveyed the foreshore to the Earl 
cf Antrim.

But in Britain’s case it has 7lready 
been seen that her recent Budgets have only 
achieved balance by virtue of taxation which, 
burdensome in itself and already swollen to 
the limits of its power to produce revenue, 
is levied in large measure upon the country’s 
capital. If, then, it be proposed to meet the 
excess expenditure by increased taxation so as 
to.“ balancé the Budget,” the result will be 
merely to take money out of one capital 
pocket in order virtuously to abjure the 
practice of taking it out of the other capital 
pocket—because for the purpose of this argu- 
ment the national debt, funded or floating, 
and the nation’s capital resources, which are 
the security for its repayment, are logically 
indistinguishable. International financial 
houses; whose views have much to do with 
determining the status of Britain’s credit, will 
certainly argue—and with flawless reasoning— 
that Britain s capital resources are dwindling if 
she is seen to provide the excess of current ex- 
penditure over current revenue by incurring 
debt or drawing upon capital. Nor—it may 
he suggested in passing—will they see any- 
thing but an ‘‘act of bankruptcy” or of 
a partial national repudiation of contractual 
obligations, if, by a flat rate tax on divi- 
dends sr by a compulsory or semi-compulsory 
conversion of the National Debt to a Jower 
interest basis, Britain deprives her creditors 
of, or constrains them to forego, the full 
aunual rate of interest which she has formally 
promised to pay so long as the debt is out- 
standing,

The inexorable logic of the facts demands 
retrenchment.

Britain, as the Committee frankly reports, 
has been living beyond her means, and her 
expenditure must be brought down to a lower 


level. 
“ SOCIAL SERVICES.” 


It would appear not unnatural that a large 
cut should be recommended in the cost af 
““ Social Services.” The taxpaying classes are 
shorn bare, and the big increased outlays 
which have caused this result, apart from the 
National Debt, relate principally to . social 
services. The total expenditure in Great 
britain on social services (unemployment and 
N.H. insurance, non-military pensions of all 
sorts, education, housing, poor relief, 
maternity and child welfare, etc.) 
£62,921,000 in 1911, whilst in 1929 it 
had risen to £341,777,000. Furthermore : 
““Since 1929,” says the Report, “there has 
been a further increase of roughly £70,000,000 
in the gross cost of unemployment. insur- 
ance and a steady growth of most of the other 
items in the table, and it is roughly correct to 
say. that the above services in the current 
year are costing the country, in one form or 
another, about seven times what they cost in 
1911.” [p. 145.] 

There has been, of course, an interim report 
from the Royal Commission on unemployment 
ipsurance, which made certain. recommenda- 
lions for the removal of ‘‘anomalies.”’ <A 
bill has been passed to give effect in a very 
much modified degree to some of these—its 
effect or non-effect will largely depend upon 
administrative action, and nothing, so far, is 
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years, the checks and safeguards have been 
arg 

and the administration liberalised or popular- 
ised. The mounting cost has become a danger 
to the National Exchequer; and the paradox 
has been observed on all sides of a rapidly- 
increasing volume of unemployment, side by 
side with a grievous shortage of agricultural 
labourers and of domestic servants, Is it 
any wonder that people-took advantage of 
foolish laws to forsake agriculture and 
domestic service and leisured ease for the 
purpose of crowding into a minimum 
of insurable employment sufficient to 
qualify for prolonged  opperiods -— of 
payment in idleness? Is it any wonder 
that unemployment increased? The world at 
large must be pardoned for its cynical amuse- 
ment and its regretful diagnosis of a pervad- 
ing dry-rot in the politico-industrial system 
of Britain. 

The writer has been at the pains of testing 
the system by statistical methods. The re- 
sults can be seen at. a glance in the accom- 
panying chart which is self-explanatory. It 
proves that there has been an unnatural 
increase during the period 1924-1930 in the 
number of insured work-people. The corol- 
lary to this is, of course, that an equally 
unnatural increase of unemployed work-people 
resulted in a correspondingly unnatural drain 
on the National Exchequer for unemployment 
benefit. Such are the broad effects of the 
mis-handling of Britain’s policy ‘of unem- 
ployment insurance. There has n —to use 
an apparent contradiction in terms—much 
legalised fraud at the expense of the British 
tax-payer. Certain matter confirmatory of 
this Ea may be adduced in a further 
article.

CRITICISM OF FILMS 
SHOWN IN BRITAIN. 


HOME SECRETARY’S REPLY. 


Mr. J. R. Clynes, the Home Secretary, has 
sent to The Methodist Times a reply to an 
open letter to him published in that paper 
protesting against the ‘‘indecent and de- 
moralising’’ films being shown. 

Mr. Clynes states :—‘‘I have already ex- 
pressed: the view that there is room for im- 
provement in the tone of some of the films 
which are now being shown, but I think it 
must be admitted that the general standard 
of the films exhábited in this country is as 
high as, if not higher than, in any other 
country. 

“In this country the final responsibility 
as to the exhibition of any particular film 
rests with the local authorities, who are ad- 
vised by the British Board of .Film Censors, 
and J am satisfied that this system works as 
well in practice as any alternative which 
could be devised. 

“I have recently suggested to local 


authorities a scheme for setting up a standing 


committee of the local authorities to confer | 


with the Board of Film Censors on all ques- 
tions of policy affecting film censorship, and 
[ think such a standing committee will go a 
long way to improve the existing system. 

“I fully appreciate the work which is 
being done by various unofficial organisations 
in endeavouring to form an _ enlightened 
public opinion on this matter and the great 
assistance which can be _ rendered by 
responsible criticism in the Press. I believe 
that it is through activities of this kind 
rathe: than by any official action that im- 
provement must come.”’

The Times to-day observes in a leadin 
article:—The Cabinet yesteruay receiv 
and debated far into the night the report 
of the five Ministers who had been work- 
ing-for two days on a plan for balancing 
the Budget. No details of that plan have 
yet been divulged to an anxious public, 
waiting to know whether the Government 
will choose the path of courage or the 
path of. cowardice, and it is clear from 
the length of the Cabinet discussions that 
they themselves are finding great difficulty 
in reaching a decision. So far, it must be 
confessed, the rumours of their delibera- 
tions have been disquieting rather than 
reassuring. The journals which are 
associated with their party have indulged 
in forecasts, almost exclusively concerned 
with fresh taxation. It seems clear that 
the projects considered have been the im- 
position of-a revenue tariff, the levying of 
some special tax on fixed incomes, an in- 
crease in the contributions to the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Fund, and the issue 
of some :voluntary conversion offer. 

There is no similar suggestion that any 
sweeping plans for reducing expenditure 
were seriously advanced. In view of the 
‘proposed conferénces with representatives 
of the other parties, and the meeting with 
the Parliamentary Labour Party and the 
Trades Union Congress to-day, it is mos: 
earnestly to be hoped that the actual 
plan, when finally produced, will be less 
lop-sided than this list foreshadows. 
Even if. the rumour of the abandon- 
ment of fiscal prejudices may be 
taken as correct, that will not ex- 
cuse any attempt to put the cart 
of taxation before the horse of retrench- 
ment. Let us hope to the end that a 
policy may yet be forthcoming which will 
justify the Government in claiming fo be 
the determined leaders of a nation ‘united 
in facing its danger. .

MEASURES WHICH 
GERMANY MUST TAKE. 


From ‘Revter’s CoureEsPoNDENT. 
BASEL, Wednesday. 


1 report of the Internaticnal Coin- 
mittee of Bankers, published last 
night, on the German financial situation 
and its needs, contains eight appendices. 

The appendices deal with the following 
aspects of the situation :— 

1—Estimate of the total of -German 
payments. 3 

2—Provision and use of 18,200,000.000 
marks of capital imported into Germany 
between 1924 and 1930, 

3—Position of Germany as regards the 
international movement of capital. 

4—Estimates of the amount of foreign 
investments in Germany, and German in- 
vestments abroad. 

5—Total liabilities and credits on short- 
term loan of the German banks, and their 
classification, according to the nature of 
the debts, creditor countries, and their 
maturing dates. . 

6—Foreign .long-texm loans, classified 
according to the creditor countries. 

7—The statute of the Reichsbank and 
the ordinary Budget of the Reich for 1930 
and 1931. : 


CAPITAL WITHDRAWAL. 


The report finds that the German short. 
term debt .is to-day exactly 7,400,000;009 
marks. During the last seven months 
short-term credits to the amount of ap- 
proximately . 2,900,000,000 marks were 
withdrawn from the country, and it. is 
evident that German economics will stay 
under very heavy pressure until the posi- 
tion of the Reichsbank can be relieved and 


i until at least a portion of the capital in 


circulation, .which was 
drawn, can be replaced. 

As regards the agreement reached on 
the discontinuing of the: withdrawal of 
capital, the plan put forward foresees 
the renewal of the present~.credits to 
Germany for a period of six months as 
from the date of the signing of the con- 
vention, a uniform ruling being necessary 
for credits opened by central banks. 
Private contracts on a single model will 
be drawn. up in individual cases directly 
between German debtors and the foreign 
creditors.

OPPOSING PRINCIPLES. 


Fully recognising that it is in their own 
-best interests to maintain by all means 
the stability of the mark, foreign creditors 
have agreed with. their German debtors 
that only a certain proportion of their 
available assets in, marks shall be 
realised immediately. 

The report underlines the need for con- 
Adent collaboration between Germany and 
the other Powers of Europe. The Ger. 
man problem, it says, is only part of the 
difficulty. In past years the world tried 
to apply two political principles which 
were different and opposing—on the one 
side, the international financial. system, 
whereby annual payments are made by 
debtor to creditor nations was fostered. 
and on the other free exchange of pro- 
ducts was hindered. As long as such 
obstacles exist such capital movements will 
be a strong troubling factor in inter- 
national affairs. Financial remedies alone 
cannot remedy the world’s state. 

The report pleads that ‘all Governments 
should lose no time. in taking the neces 
sary measures to create a situation favour- 
able. to Germany, and consequently even 
tually to the whole world. 

The report then deals with forms of 
additional. security for creditors in- 
terested. 


SELF-HELP: REPARATIONS. 


At the same time the report does not 
‘directly include in ‘its scope certain other 
German short-term debts—notably the 
debts of various German States, totalling 
355,000,000 marks—but the signatories are 
agreed on the prolongation of such engaze- 
ments, rig 

The report deals with measures which 
Germany must take: herself, and lays 
stress on the’ necessity of improving the 
currency by severely compressing imports 
and developing exporis. 

No definite reference to the revision of 
German reparations is made in the report. 
It alludés, however, in guarded language 
to the effect of Germany’s external 
obligations and to the dangers that would 
ensue if Germany continues. her past 
policy of borrowing from abroad an 
amount almost as great as that which 
she has to pay by way of reparations. It 
also hints that the effect of these cond!- 
tions will be to bring about German 
dumping on a scale ruinous to the 
prosperity of every other country. 


EXTERNAL LIABILITIES. 


Referring in one part of the report to 
Germany's external liabilities, the Com- 
mittee says :— ' 

“As long as these liabilities bring about 
a snowball increase in Germany 's externa] 
debt, resulting in such a disproportion be- 
tween her imports and her exports that 


the prosperity of every country is 
menaced, the persons who advance funds 
to Germany cannot consider the situation 
as either strengthened or stable.

SPECTACULAR CRASH. 


The Dundonald crash, according to an 
eye-witness, was the most fearful and 
spectacular that has yet been seen in an 
Irish race, and one hundred yards of 
smashed railings and ploughed up 
gardens now mark the path torn by the 
two biggest cars in the race when com: 
pletely out of control. 

The Mercedes Benz, driven by B. O. 
Davis, and the Invicta, of Dudley Froy, 
were the first cars on the course, and for 
miles they had been racing, the Mercedes 
in front, and Froy, endeavouring to pass 
at evcry bend. Two hundred yards from 
Dundonald hairpin is a corner that can. 
be negotiated safely at sixty or seventy 
m.p.h.—Davis came round it at ninety! 

SICKENING SKID. 

His car skidded and bounced, throwing 
up clouds of spray as it splashed 
through the water lying on the road. One 
second was it was straight, the next 
broadside on, it mounted the footpath and 
travelied fifty yards with crab-like 
motion, tearing up the railings of the; 
village cottages. Froy, coming round the 
corner on the tail of the Mércédes, made 
a supreme effort to avoid the uncon- 
trollable German monster.

VILLAGER’'S ESCAPE. 


A villager had erected a little stand at 
the end of his garden, and he was the 
only occupant when the Mércédes and 
Invicta came round the corner and, with 
wonderful intuitive action, he dived for 
his hall-door. It was well he did; for the 
Invicta took garden gate, stand and flower | 
beds in its last destructive stagger.
